As a community of small businesses operating in southern Arizona, we urge you to expedite the passage of
the Energy Rules that you spearheaded last year. We support policies that will accelerate Arizona's transition
towards clean energy.

Continued delays will only hinder options for us to save money on our
electric bills, as our businesses are struggling to survive the global pandemic.

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2. The Energy Efficiency Standard will provide businesses with more rebates and programs to replace old
air conditioners, water heaters, refrigerators, and windows while saving energy and boosting
productivity.

3. The Distributed Storage Standard will make it even easier for organizations like ours to invest in energy
storage systems, especially since many federal tax incentives have been expanded for solar.3

These policies will result in reduced energy costs, attract in-state investment, support local jobs, clean our air,
and improve public health. Given the adverse impacts of COVID-19 on Arizona's small businesses, a delayed
decision on the Energy Rules could jeopardize the health and prosperity of southern Arizona's communities. We
need to invest in our business while saving money on our energy bills, the ACC's Energy Rules allow us to do
both .
